i your paper of the 17th April, yon have inferted a let- 

ter addreffed to the People of Scotland on the prefgnt 
fituation of public affairs, figned, The Ghof? of Wallace. As 
that writer, by the fignature which he has adopted, profeifes 
a great regard for the welfare of his country, he will not 
take it ill that others, who differ in fentiment from him, 
fhould addrefsthe public, with a view to promote the fame 
laudable purpofe ; and your impartiality will oblize you to 
infert the following brief examination of his fentiiments, as 
expretfed.in faid letter. The writer appears not a little. net- 
tled that he has feen a Minifter of State in the minority, as 
if the Minifter’s opinion ought to determine the reprefenta- 
tives of the people, at leafl a majority of them. But he is 
miitaken when he fays, that the hunour and fafety of the 
Prinve were more concerned in the queition concerigng the 
influence of the Crown, than the liberties of the peopic. The 
writer evideatly fuppofes, that the Prince lias an intereit dif- 
ferent from that of the people ; whereas the Princes of the 
Houfe of Hanover derive their title to the Crown, from thefe 
liberties, in fupport of which George I. was calied to the 
Crown. ‘The author contidently afferts, that the oppofers of 
the Miniltry are a ft of wien, whofe principles are not only fac- 
tious, but inconfiftent, Jome of them reduced tabegeary by vices 
of the moft infamous kinds, and all of them deftitute of that 
virtue which infpires thent with a love for their country. This 
is a heavy charge ;but as it is fupported by no fort of proof, 
except the writer’s bare aflertion, he mutt not be furprifed 
that the public treat it with coutempt. He next tells us, 
that the oppofition formented a rebellious [pirit in the Colonies by 
the arts they made tfe of, not only in Parliament, but by fecret 
corre/pondence, and orueaxwisz. Mr Ghz? does not pretend 
to fay, that the oppofition did not exprefs their real feuti- 
ments in Parliament ; and yet he condemns them as foment- 
ing rebellion, by {peaking what they thought. Did this 
writer never hear of confcience, honour, and integrity? Or, 
does he imagine that it is the duty of Members of Parlia- 
ment only to fupport the Miniiter, whether they think his 
meatures right or wrong? If the oppofition had (ret cer- 
refpondence with the Americans, how does this writer come 
to know it? And, if he knows it, he is guilty of mifprifion 
of treafon, iv not revealing it to his Majetty’s fervants. But 
Jeft.the author fhould fail in his proof, from the public 
fpeeches and fecret corre/pondence of the oppofition, though 
it is famewhat new to reafon: from what nobody knows, he 


~ charges them with fomenting rebellion ofherwife.” He had 


already meutioned their public condu& in Parliament, and 
their fecret cortefpondence ; but, it feems, this is not all. They 
fomented rebellion offer wife, that is, in ways neither open 
nor fecret.. If ever nonfenfe appeared in print, it is in this 
wonderful affertion. He fays, that a /forinidable war was 
raifed through licention[nefs, or tzo much liber, and fotered 
by domeftic faGtion. But he fcorns to give us any evidence, 
Where has this Ghoft acquired the privilege of infallibility? 
He next tells us, that this war might have been nipt in the 
bud, if opprfition had been either altogether fileat, or had co-ope- 
rated avith the King and bis fervants in carrying on the war 
with vigour. This writer has the fhortelt memory in the 
world, . He had faid'in*the beginning of his Ictter, that it 
is the undoubted privilege of Britons to publifh their Jentiments, 
provided the/e do not tranfzrefi the law:. Yet he blames the 
membexs of oppofition for not being altogether filent. It 
feems, according to this writer’s opinion, that either the 


members of the oppofition are not Britons, or that they 


have no fentiments, or that it is a tranfgreflios of the law 
to publiih any fentiments that do not coincide with thofe of 
the Minifter. But, it feems, the eppofition ought to have 
He thinks they 
ought to have co-eperated with the King and his fervants in 
carrying on the war with vigour. The Ghoft certainly knew, 
that the oppofition condemned’ the American war from the 
beginning, as wanton, unlawful, and nefarious; yet he 
would have them co-operate in carrying it on with vigour. 
What a ftrange notion muft he have of moral obligation! 
The privileges of Britons, in his opinion, amount only to 
the liberty of holding their tongues, or voting with the Mi- 
nilter; and the virtue evhich in/pires men with a lve of their 
country, confiits in fupporting with vigour a war which they 
believe in their confeiences to be wicked, unlawfid, and ruin- 
evs. Ifthe members of the oppofition are capable of ating 
in this mannér, they would deferve al] the bad names which 
this writer fo liberally beitows on them,—The writer wifely 
declines enquiring, whether this war might not have been 
prevented, by different meafures from thofe which Miniitry 
were pleafed to adopt; but he cannot. hinder others from 
making that enquiry. If it is a war that ought to be fup- 
-ported and carried on with vigour, it muit be a jaft and 
neceflary war. | But it is fomewhat unlucky, that thofe 
who defend it, fhould have fo little to fay for it; and 
even decline entering on any enquiry into’ the caufes of 
it, unlefs the author is of that opinion once attributed 
toa certain Law Lord, that when we are once got into 
a war, we ought to carry it on with vigour, though we 
certainly knew that we were in the wrong. But this mode 
of reafoning, however proper among Géofs, is juflly treat- 
td as abfurd and wicked among Morta/ss The writer af- 
perfes the name of the Sovereign, by alerting, that his Ma- 


efty chofe his commanders for conduéting this “hopeful” 
_. tar, from among thofe very men who had fomented rebel- 
pn, both feeretly, openty, and otherwife. This affertion - 
not only falfe in fact, but to the laft degree injurious to” 


t character of the Sovereign. What would one think ‘of 
t wifdom of a profecuter, who thould commit the con- 
&t of a canfe to the defender? His Majefty’s Minitters 
iuld have been deftitute ef common fenfe, if they had 
tn capable of giving-him fuch an advice. They might as 
ll have left the war to the care of the Amerieans, and 


commiffioned Mr. Wathingten to carry it on with vigour, 
“And certainly he might be expected t6 do it full as well as 
thofe who condemned it as wicked and unlawful. But ab- 
furdity feems to be a favourite figure of fpeech with our aus 
thor; and we need not be furprifed, if he fhould affert, in 
his next letter, that his Majeity’s Advocate, in @rder to 
Soow his impartiality, and bis love for juftice, bad committed 
the conduéting all profecutions for crimes, to the cate of the 
prifoners confined in the feteral gaols of North Britaia. 
‘The Generals in the late war, for we hear little af it at pre- 
fent, appear to have been chofen with greaterjudgment than 
our author is willing to allow 3 as it appears; mot fram fecret 
correfpondence; but from their public letters in the London 
Gazette, that they were moft devoted tools of miniftry, and 
accordingly received their approbation PY Rérliament; that 
they did their utmoft to fupprefs the alledged rebellion it 
America; and would have done it, #/ th bad been in their 
power. As to their joining the oppolition after their return, 
they are the fitteft to aniwer for this themfelves; bit have 
not chofen to give their reafons, Our author reprefents the 
influence of oppoliticn as very great, though he is unwilling 
to allow that the Crown has any influence at all.

The Treaty concluded between us and the Dutch, in 1674, having 
been mide the ground of the proclamation publithed in the laft Gazette, 
our readers will probably be glad to fee fome account of it, By Article 
the firlt, it is declared lawful for the fibjects of either power, to fail, 
trade, &c in all the kingdoms, countries, and ¢ftates, which. are in 
peace, amity, or neutrality with the contraéting powers, without being 
any ways hindered or molefted by military forces, or thips of war. 

‘Article the fecond adds, ‘* Nor thall this freedom of commerce be 
infringed by occafion or canfe of any war, but fhall exteud to all com- 
modities, thofe only comprehended untler the name of contraband.” 

Afticle the Third mentions that thefe contraband commodities are 
** Only Arms, yieces of ordnance, with all implements belonging to 
them, fire-balisy- powder, match, ballets, fpikes, fwords, lances, 
fpears, halberts, guns,’ mortar-pieces, petards, grenadocs, mulquet- 
refts, bandaliers, falt-petre, mufquets, mufquct-fhot, helmets, corllets, 
brealt-plates, coats of mail, and the like kind, of armature, foldiers 
horfesy:and Al! things neceffiry for the furniture of hoifes, holiters, 
belts, and all other warlike inftruments. whatfoever.” 

By Attidle the vourth, the following merchahdizes are declared not 
to de reckoned among prohibited goods, viz. ‘* All kind of Cloth, and 
all other manufaétures woven of any kind of wool, flax, filk, cotton, or 
any other materials, all forts of clothing and ‘veltments, together with 
matciials whereof they are ufed to be made; gold and filver, as well 
coined as not coined; tin, iron, lead, copper, and coals; as alto, 
wheat, barley, and all’ other kind of corv or pulfe; tobacco, and all 
kind ef {pices ; falted and Yimoked fleth, falted and dried fith, butter 
and Gheeic. heer, oils, wines, fagars, andsall forts of filt + aad in ge- 
neral, all provifion which terves for the nourithment and fultenance of 
jife; likgwite, all kind of cotton, hemp, flax, and pitch; and ropes, 
fotly{. and enchors ; alfo, mafts and planks, boards and beams, of what 
fortet wood toever, and dlbother materials requilite for the building or 
repairing thips.” 

Phefe ‘* may be freely tranfported by the fubjects of either power, to 
places in enmity with cither, except only towns or places beficged, 
blocked up, or'invelted ” . 

The other articles contain regulations for the viliting and examining 
the thins of the contra@ing powers, confifeating fuch contraband effacts 
as may be found in them, and panilfiing offenders acting in contraven- 
tion to this treaty. Under Article the Eighth is the following clante, 
witch more particularly ferves to explain the laft Gazette, “© And, lett 
ung damage fhould by furprift be done to the one party who is in ptace, 
whew the other party fhall happen to be engaged in war, it is provided 
and agreéd, that # thip belonging to the caemices of the one party, and 
laden with the goods of the fubjeéts’of the othér party, fhall not infec, 
or render the faid gaods lidblé to confifcation, in cafe they were laden 
before the expiration of the terins and times here aftermentioned, after 
the declaration or publication of any fisch war, viz. If the goods were 
Jaden in any port or place between the places or limits called the Sound- 
ings, and the Naze in Norway, within the fpace of fix weeks after fuch 
declaration ; of two months betweea the faid place the Soundings and 
the ¢rty-ot *rangier ; and of ten weeks in the Mediterranean Sea ;. or 
within the {ace of eight months ir any other country or place’ of the 

_workt; fo that it fhall not be lawful to confifeate the goods. taken or 
feized invany ‘hip or veffel whatfoever of either of the contracting pow- 
ers, gpoe phat pretence, but the fame thalbe without delay reftored to 
the proprietors, unlefs they were laden after the expiration of the faid 
terais of tive retpedtively ; hut fo that it may not be lawful for them 
afterwards to_carry to enemies’ ports. the faid merchandizes, which are

Every attempt that an ambitious neighbour could make 
to deftroy an envied power, was made by France to deftroy 
the republic of Holland. Every exertion that could be ex- 
eGted from a warm and powerful neighbour, was made by 
England, firft to eftablith, next to fupport"the republic of 
Holland. Reduced to the lowelt ebb, the Dutch held out 
to us, as an emblem of their wretched ftate, a thip without 
either fail or rudder, with the motto fucertum quo fata fe- 
rant! they implored our affiitance to rig her; they. befought 
us to te. give them a pilot ; then they intreated us to take 
to ourfelves the command and management of her. We 
granted in part whiat they requefted. We were too genc- 
rous to deprive them of the command, but we enabled them 
to fit her out for fervice ; we completely rigged and victual- 
led her; we made her fight her enemies with fuccefs, and 
brought her fafe again into port, to the’ amazement and a- 
dtonifhment of all Europe. ‘To reward us for our generofi- 
ty, the grafeful Dutch, inftead of giving us affiftance in our 
diltrefs, fupply Spain (the very country that was opprefling 
them when we fuccoured them) with every fpecies of naval 
itores, to help her to annoy us.—They now take to their 
bofom’ the people that left nothing unattempted to deftroy 
them; they bafely defert the nation that left nothing undone 
to defend them; nay, they carry their bafenefs fo far, that 
they even furnifh the enemies of us, their ancient friends, 
with the means to deltroy us. After-ages will hear this 
‘with aftonithment ; and truft as much to Dutch gratitude, as 
to Gallic faith! 
-. By the proclamation relative to the States of Holland, the 
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part, bat have-done iti fuch a manner that the States have 
no reafan to complain. In almott every anfwer they have 
given tothe memorials fent from the Court of Great Britain, 
they havé defired tq be {uffered to remain a neutral power 5 
by the proclamation of Tuefday they are fo declared; and 
as long. as they choofe to -violate every treaty they have en- 
tered into with this country, they have no right to be confi- 
deved either as friends or allies. 

They write from Copenhagen that the Danifh Court had 
followed the example of thofe of Raffia and Sweden, by an 
order iffued to the Governors of their feveral fortrefics, not 
to. fuffer holtilities to be committed by the thips carrying 
the flags of either of the belligerent powers within the reach 
of their cannon. 

The laf letters from Stockholm mention, that the pow- 
der mills and magazine of gunpowder in the ifle of Warend, 
vear that city, had lately been blown up by accident, and 
that feveral lives were lolt by the explofion, 

The two Datch fhips taken on-the coaft of France by the 
Emerald and Champion frigates, are faid to have, among tt 
other military ftores for the ufe of the French navy, about 
200 bartels of guapowder, and a’ great quantity of copper, 
fit for the immediate ufe of fheathing. 

The advices. received yelterday by the Lords of the Ad- 
miralty, brought by a cutter arrived at Falmouth, from a 
cruize off Brett, fay, that the whole of the French fquad- 


ron remained moored at Breit the ith inftant; and that’ 


four cutters were left there for intelligence when they came 
away. 

It is faid that Sir Jofeph Yorke is expected in town from 
the Hague in a few days, on very pezrticular bufinefls, which 
it was not thought fafe to truft to any other hands. 

Yefterday ‘morning a meflenger was fent off exprefs to 
Ireland, with orders for General Sir John Irvine to repair 
to England. 

Lait. night freth warrants were fent from the Admiralty 
office to imprefs men for his Majefty’s fea fervice, in all the 
fea ports throughout the kingdom. 

Commodore Walfingham with his fleet was driven back 
by bad weather. His return to port, therefore, is not im- 
putable to the circumftance of a French fleet being iti the 
chops of the channel, as has been reported. 

A report neverthelefs prevailed yefterday, that a French 
fleet of 12 or 14 fail of the line, dettined for America, had 
been blown into the Britith Channel. : 

The Admiralty are determined to prevent the junétion of 
the Freneh and Spanith fquadrons this {pring at all events, 
and for this purpofe will have 30 fail or the line at fea the 
firft week in May ; ten fail more that are to complete the 
Channel fquailron, are expected to join them before the ex- 
piration of that mouth.—Morz. Po/. 

A private letter from Spain, of a late date, mentions, 
that the inhabitants ofthat country are eager for an acco- 
modation with Britain. The Englifh and Irith merchants 
who were fettled there, and were in Augult laft ordered to 


‘remove from the fea ports 20 leagues up the country, are 


now permitted to return. 

The nd fleet, under four Admirals, will confift of 
three firft rates, eight fecond rates, three of 80 guns, four- 
teen of 74, four of 70, cight of 65, tw of 50 guns, with 
a full proportion of frigates, floops and cutters, four fire- 
fhips, and two bomb-veffels. 

The flag thips for the grand fleet will be, the Victory, 
Sir Charles Hardy: Britannia, Vice-Admiral Darby; Royal 
George, Vice- Admiral Barrington ; and the Prince George, 
Rear-Admiral Digby.—Sir John Lockhart Rofs will have 
the command of a feparate fquadron to be employed on an 
expedition in Europe, during the courfe of the {ummer. 

Yefterday morning a Court-Martial was held at Portf- 
mouth, on board his Majelty’s thip the Valiant, for the trial 
of the men belonging to the Invincible for mutiny, but was 
not over when the polit came away. 

A general talk prevails of enlarging all the King’s dock 
yards; of thefe Woolwich, ufually termed the mother- yard, 
is to be firft augmented, by taking in 20 acres of ground 
above the yard, which the convicts are to be employed in 
clearing. 

A large wharf, upwards of 120 feet long, is now making 
at the lower part of Woolwich warren next the river, for 
the ordinance hoys to load and unload at- This work at 
prefent forms the employment of the convicts there. 

The prefs gangs have been very bufy for fome days paft 
in looking out for feamen who had fecreted themfelves in 
different parts of the town, whom they have found out with 
tolerable fuccefs. 

Good feamen are engaged at this time in the merchants 
fervice at 31. 15s. per month, which, with a douceur by 
way of bounty, given in the Weft India Lisbon trade, 
makes their emoluments nearly equal to 5 |. per month. 

On Thurfday laf died at Bath, Sir James Adolphus Ough- 
ton, Knight of the Bath, Lieutenant-General of his Ma- 
jefty’s forces, Commander in Clief in North-Britain, Co- 
lonel of the 31f regiment of foot, and Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor of Antigua. 

Laft week a-confiderable fam of money was won by the 
amazing flight of a carrier pigeon, which was taken from 
Mr Whithoufe’s, at the Seven Stars, near Tipton church, 
in Stafford-fhire, to London, and turned up in St Paul’s 
church-yard, with a letter bearing the date of the day, hour, 
and minute, it took its flight, which, incredible as it may 
appear, returned fafely to Mr Whitehoufe’s with the letter, 
as nearly as could be afcertafaed, in two hours. The dif- 
tance is about 120 miles. 

We are aflured that a popular Commoner intends {peed- 
ily fubmitting to Parliament the heads of a bill for the ge- 
neral improvement of the wafte grounds and commens in 
England. Among the number of refources which this 
country is fuppefed to have in ftore, none is. perhaps preg- 
vant with more benefit to the State, and to individuals, than 
our commons, of wafte land. Every mao who has turned 
his thoughts this way, perceives the lofs fuftained in the ne- 
gle& of fo ftriking an objet ; but the brighteft jewel can- 
not give luttre till it be polifhed; nor can thefe rude traéts 
of land yield their due profit to fociety, till they are culti- 
vated. It is propofed that fome able furveyors be employ- 

ed, who hall firit exaétly afcertain, in every parifh, where 
there is any confiderable tra&t of common, what ftock that 
common will fairly fupport. This done, if the proportion 
of common be large in- proportion to the number of inhabi- 
tants, every houfe, from the largeft manfion to the meaneft 
cottage, that is inhabited, fhall have an equal right of keep- 








ing one cow, or fix fheep, or any other proper ftock in the 
like proportion. After this allotment, every eflate thal] 
have a right to flock the furplufage, in proportion to what 
it pays to the poor-rates; every cottager, and every pro. 
prietor of an eitate, to have a right to ftock: his Proportion 
or to let it to any other perfon, at his option ; but no per- 
fon thall prefume to over-ftock, under fuch penalty as the 
wifdom of the Legiflature fhall think proper to infli@, The 
overfeers of the poor to have a power to oblige every perfon 
interefted in the common, to labour himielf, or to fend a 
labourer in his ftead, four days in the year; or elfe pay ‘fix 
fhillings in money for every cow, or proportional flock «he 
has a right to keep. ‘The money given in lieu of labour, 
and the perfonal labour of.others, to be employed under 
proper direétion, in extirpating brakes, bufhes, furze, and 
other rubbifh; in fhort, in doing every t iing to the com- 
mon which a good hufbandman would do to his farm, ora 
gentleman to his park. 

The above plan, we hear, upon a moderate calculation, 
will produce a very confiderable revenue, and greatly tend 
to private emolument. The good effeets of fuch an aét mutt 
be obvious tu every common underitauding ; as almoft every 
common under this regulation will be as beneficial to fovie- 
ty, us if it was inclofed, and the face of the country exceed- 
ingly improved.

The retreat of Sir Fletcher Nortoy from public life, will certainly 
be of no lofs to the Houfe of Commons. Though no man in England 
could give better advice to the Houfe in legal difputes, yet it muft be 
confeffed, that during the time that he held the Chair, the Houfe was 
fuffered to ran into the greateft diforder. Contrary to the eftablithed 
rules of Parliament, the Speaker let it grow into cuftom for-members 
to {peak as often as they pleafed to the fame queftion, the Hoeufe not 
being ina Committee. Hence atofe the inconvenience that the Hoafe 
has been fubject to, of fitting till one or two o'clock in the morning, 
when the whole debate, cartied on according to the eftablifhed orders, 
might have been concluded by ten at night. 

“* Mr Cornwall, one of the Loxds Commiffioners of the Treafary, 
who, in all probability, will be appointed ficceffor to Sir Pletcher, 1s 
undoubtedly a good judge of ofder ; but it certainly is not’ futheient to 
be able to pronounce with juftice arid precifion; a Speaker mutt alto be 
willing to enforce the order that he explains. This is an effential in 
which Sir Fletcher Norton, with allhbis abilities, has been greatly deli- 
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cent. Whether Mr Cornwall will keep the Houfe more orderly or not, 
ds as yet a problem: But certain it is, that no man in Parliament could 
make half fo good a Speaker as Mr Frederic Montague; to whom the 
Chair has beech offered, and by whom, unfortunately for thesgood of 
the Houle, it has been refufed. ‘The abilities of Mr Montague have 


been tried. In Committees of the whole Houfe he has often prefided, 


particularly in the Committee that fat laft feffionon the American en- 
quiry ; and fo much order, fo much decency, fo much decorum, ‘was 
never before feen in the Houfe of Commons fince the days of Mr On- 
flow. It is therefore a pity that he did not confent to an eleétion, in 
which both fides of the Houfe would have heartily concurred. Mr Mon- 
tague is a near relation of Lord North, and yet he is in oppofition, 


But Lord North is fo fatisfied that it is not fa¢tion that keeps him in 
oppofition, that he made him an offer of the Chair as foon as he heard 
of Sir Fletcher’s refignation. 

** Although it is a long time fince-we heard from General Clinton, 


yet it ought to be remembered, that itis very probable, that as foon as 
ever he arrived off the coatt of Georgia, an embargo would be Jaid on 
all fhipping in that and the neighbouring provinces ; and this wemay be 
almoft certain was the cafe, or we thould certainly have heard from 
thence by merchant flips, if the General did not think proper to dif- 
patch a packet on purpote. _ Suppoling this to be the caie, the account

Cory of an Act of the GENERAL AssemBLy of VIRGINIA, 
, Decembery 1779+ 

WHEREAS it has been réprefented to this General Af- 

fe nbly, that many perfons, natives of this State, who are 
eutitled to property therein, have, at divers periods, before, 

~ and’ foon after the preferit war between Great Britain and 
America, removed themfelves to fome parts of the Britith 
dominions, or have been induced to go thither by, their hu- 
fbands, parents, or guardians, be it therefore enacted by 
the General Affembly, That all_femes covert, widows, and 
infants, natives of this State, now or lately refident in Great 
Britain, or other parts beyond the feas, all widows, natives 
of this State, or widows of natives of this State, and infants, 





the iffue of natives of this State, and all other perfons, ei- 
ther natives of this State, or who were adtually married to 
natives of this State, and bona fide inhabitants thereof, for at 
leaft one year, at any time within four years next before the 
commencement of hottilities, on the 19th of April, 1775, 
and who have left North America at any-time before paffiag 
of the aét declaring what thall be treafony and have not been 
guilty of any overt aé& injurious to the rights or liberties of 
America; and alfo all perfons who haveileft this State in 
their non-age, and have, during: their abfence; arrived to 
full age, in other four years laft patt, and alfo the children 
of femes covert, natives of this State, as aforfaid, as far as 
relates to any eroperty which they held in right of fuch fe. 
me, fhall, and they are hereby declared to be excepted out 
of the faid recited aé, provided they have already returned 
or thall return to this commonwealth, and become citizens 
thereof, within two years, to be computed, in cafe of in. 
fants, from the time they arrive to the age of twenty-one 
years ; and, in all other cafes, from the end of this prefent 
Seflioa of Affembly ; provided alfo, that fuch claim be made 
before the General Court, and that, when before fuch claim 
made, a fale of fuch eftate may have been, or notice fent by 
the Cleric of the General Court, that'ho claim hath been 
made, that then the purchafer fhall hold the eftate free and 
exonerated from fach claim; but the owner may affert his 
or her right to the money arifing from the fale, with the 
fame force he or the might have done to the thing itfelf,— 
So much of the before recited act, as comes within the pur- 
view of this act, thal] be, and is hereby repealed.
